'J'lio SolU( incut of a lug State is in all Guumistnnccsa task of onoimous 
magnitude but A\hon the outuo tcuitoi}' of the Slate, as in the case Of 
Indole, IS not one Lompaet aiea and consists of detached ti acts of a hetoio- 
geneous natuie the Avoik is, ako, of considoiable dilhcnltj Anothei factoi that 
Avoikcd as a handica]) Avas the iinfoitunatc stait made on a dcfectn^e S 3 stem 
of AA'cik in the initial stages of the settlement opeiatious The success 
that has, thcicfoie, attended the etfoits of all conceined in bunging 
this settlement aaoiIc to conclusion in a mannoi satisfactoiy to all paities — 
particulai 1 A" the classes most alTccted — is leudeicd all the more ci editable 
on account of the odds 

The lepoit is e\luuistiAC and deals in detail not only AAith the histoiy 
of the sol tlcmont opeiatious and the assessment, but, also, aa ith a a iii lety 
of gcneial and physical featuies of the fetate, iCAiCAAong the dcA'clopmeut 
of the dilioient paits, etc 1 need not, Iheicfoie, go into details of all tlio 
A\ oik done of A\hich the lepoit is an eloipicnt ic-coid , but avouIcI just 
icTOid 1113 impiessions on its salient featuies 

A lefercnce to the hist 013 of settlement opeiatious AAOuld sIioaa' 
that though the unfoitunato stait, lofeircd to above, led to a ceiUin 
amount of dislocations and caused an unnccessaiy cvpendituie of quite a 
considoiable sum, the A\ Oik A\ as not pushed foniard S3^tematically and on 
the light lines till the aiiiA'al of llai Bahadur Bam baiup to Avhom is duo the 
ciedit of having done ethciently and as accuiatoly as possible the Avhole AAoik 
relating to the settlement opeiatious That the settlement opeiatiolis uoaa, 
A\hcn the salaiics and puce's luiAe gone up, should cost only about If lakhs

thoie has been an inciease in this settlement ovei the expuing demand of 
Bs 5,92,345 01 11 4U pci cent though it is estimated that the latcs aie 
Airtually losponsible foi an inciease of 4 3 pei cent only It AAould liaAe been 
easil 3 possible bv leiying the maiket rate usualb chaiged on the cultnated 
aica to add a piotty considoiable, fully legitimate, inciease to the levenue 
but the Goveinment decided to forego it foi then aim A\as not merely to 
enhance the 1 even no laespcctne ofallotliei cousideiations, but to create 
m the toiiaiit a gieatoi sense of secuntA of his possessions amountin'' to a 
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Vested iiitciest and making Inm tbiongb bis contentment, piosjicnt} and 
leseived ability to hgbt against famine^ etc contiibutc sub-5tantiall\ to 
tbe well-being of tbc State not only now but also in tlic manj mam \cai> to 
come itb that end in Me’iv lelicfbas been guen 1111010 ncccisaij and tbe 
revenue demand of I’arganas Bbanpura and Nandiiai lias been actually

Tbe teim of tbc expiiing settlement iias 20 ieai-> Altbougb a 
Sovereign can, as of right, and ought to 01 ei haul tbe eontiacts mideiiitb 
the ryots occasionally, tbe tendenej to mike tbe settlement frcrpicntl} has 
come to be deprecated by ^all settle 1 Goi ernments in 1 leii of tbc gieatl} 
distuibing effect that it lias on tbe tenants Aftci mature consideration, 
therefore. His Highness’s Government decided to li\ the term of tbe pie^ent 
settlement at 30 yeais eveept in lespeet of Xemanai District i\bieb, being, at 
present, in a state of undei-dcielopment, has been settled foi JO jeai-. onlj 

An assesment decided upon after full consideiatiou of all tbe lanous 
aspects of the question as detailed above should, as indeed it has done, 
mspire confidence among the ryots and that is tbe supreme test of tbc fair- 
ness of tbe assessments Figures m the lepoit shoii that tbc assessment 
was objected to only in a veiy few case^ tbougb ample facilities i\eie gnen 
to all concerned at every stage to make lepresentations and tbe leinescnt- 
ations that were lecened were fully and sympatheticalh attendc*!! to Onh 
in labout 300 cases out of a 1 total of 2,08,711 holdings ajipe.ils i\ere 
presented to me 

In conclusion I must lecord my appreciation of tbe elhcient manner 
m which Eai Bahadur Bam Sarup cairied on tbe 11 hole iioik i elating to the 
Settlement concluded in 1929 His experience of similar woik in tbe United 
Pioiinces came in lery bandy m getting 01 ei tbe difficulties that piesentcd 
tbemsehes during tbe couise of tbe settlement woik and most of tbe 
accuracy of tbe work is due to bis bai mg been evei i\ illiug to listen to 
objections or representations of all kinds He was ably assisted m bis woik 
by Mr K B Tilloo, whose loj al cooperation with him contributed much to 
the success of the iioik Aftei his letiring fiom State senice owum to 
seiious illness the Settlement -work was m the concluding stages entrusted to 
Mr IL B Tilloo whose work at this stage also desenes ajipieciatne 
refeience I must also record my appreciation of the uoik of other Inspect- 
ing and Assistant Settlement Officers They have, with hardlv one oi two 
exceptions, worked well and bard and fullv coopeiated with then chief 
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CHAPTER I 
General and Nafnral. 

The territory with which this repoit deals is under the Sovereignty 
of His Highness Mahaiajadhiia] Eaj Rajeshwar Sawai 
General Shree Yeshwant Rao Holkai It is a piogressive State, 

being prcmiei in j\Ialwa, and, in point of area takes the third place m Central 
India It IS abundantly fertile, contains tracts rich m pictuiesque detail and 
can boast of a climate which is notably salubrious Hills and valleys, 
rners, undulating sti etches of land with sti earns meaudoiing through, table- 
lands, plains and foiests present a wealth of natural xmageiy at once fascinat- 
ing and varied Had it been compact oi at least more so than what it is, and 
possessed easy and sufhciont supphes of fresh and puiewatei, piobably it 
should have left little more to be desiied 

2 The extent of the fetate is 9,512 squai o miles but, as the accompany- 
ing sketch map will show, this aiea is scatteied not only in almost the whole 
of Mah\a, but also lu the Ceutial Provinces, Bombay Presidency, Bundel- 
kband and Rajputana Theio aio at least eleven blocks which comprise 
Holkar State and most of these ai e so fai removed from one another that 
communication between some of them becomes a difBcult}’’ and their isolated 
situation is, to some extent, a retarding factor in then piogiess 
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J Tile total number of \illago3 in tlio State is 4,3(j(i— of these 3,ot>l 
Khalsa villairos lia\c been settled and form the subject of tins rcpoit Settle- 
ment work Was done in 12 Jagii and Instannai villages also, on the request 
of their holders, and also in 145 foicst Milages The rcmaindei are either 
Jagiror forest Milages The total pojnilatiou of the State, nccoiding to the 
consus of 1921, is 11,1)7, <>15 peisoiis The administra(i\c head-quaitois aie at 
Indoie, the Cajnlal of the ^tate, which is situated m !Malwa at 22 43’ Noith 
Ijutitude and 75 53’ East Ijongitudo ll is a beautiful lowm and a Qouiishing 
busuicss centie In close pioMiiutj' to it is the seat of the Ilon’blo 
the Agenl to the (lovoinor-ficncral in Contial India About 12 miles

them in the Narbada Valley I’he Northern block which foiins the 

Knmpuia-Bhanpura district is suirounded by Udaipur, Jhalnwai, Jaoia, 
Gwalior, Uonk, Kotah, Partapgaili and Khilchipur States 'J'he middle 
block, forming the jMahidpui district, has around it the istates of 
Gwalior and Dew as Hie ]']astein block oi Nomaw'ai District is enclosed 
by lihopal, Gwalun and Dhai states and bj' Diitish territory The Southeiu 
block, which is the biggest one and cousista of two districts, Indoio and 
Nunar, has for its boundaries the Biitish tenitory and the States of Baiwani, 
Ahrajpui, Gwalior, Downs and Dlinr In the w'est is a small patch being 
Tchsil I’etlawaid of Indore district Its mam poition is like an island 
surrounded mostlj b^ the Jhabua btate 

b The writois of the census lojiort foi 1921 have noted tliat the 
Mate of Indore admits of thiee natural divisions, which 
ai'd Gcuornr^ littlo dilTiculty utu be distinguished from one another , 

these are (i) the Hilly regions, (ii) the Plateau and (in) 
the Low-lyiiig jilaius Except the low’-lyiug division, which 
IS a patch in Buudelkhand, tlie rest of the State is more or less hilly 
Two mam ranges of hills — the Vindhya and the Satpuni — foim the 
bedrocks of Holkai terntorj In the south the Salpura range traverses 
from one end to the other covering large areas on either side, both 
btatc and British On its slopes he the pargaims of Sendhwa, Segaou, 
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Khaigoue, Bhikangaon, Kasiawad and the Saua\yad poition of paigana 
Baiwaha this region extends up to the Narbada and forms the Southern 
y^atershed of that liver It is dotted all ovei with elevations, hillocks and

at a sti etch, sometimes oien causeways on metalled roads are considered 
dangerous to pass ovei

ho at considerable heights aboie sca-le\ el, aud ti acts of giound, which can 
admit onlj of much moie modest pietensions so fai as altitude is concerned,

stream and the Hindus look upon it as sacred It is a jierenmal 
8tre.im and boats ply oiei its waiters all tho jeai round Jts banks aie 
high and the bed deeji, consequently it docs not lend itself at all for 
uugation puiposes No othei stream retains an appreciable amoimt of 
watoi all tho year lomul and, apait from this nvei and the clmnibal and

Hnsschome. when completed, wall reheie the quickly expanding city from 
a want which has been lately mtensihed by uisufhcieiit rainfall for i series 
ot years A luimbor of villages in remote paits of the State do not 
possess a sufhcient supply of pure and frcsli water and liiiman beings liave 
locontciit thenibcUcs with stagnant water diawrn from the pools wdnle 
le cattle liaie to travel miles to quench thoir thirst Ihaie no doubt 
nn steps will be taken to amelioiato the condition of such villages after 
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an inquin for •\\liich materials have been prepared by the Settlement 
Department and submitted to His highness’s Government

of the Great BombayA-gra load On the \i hole the State is not only Avell 
served by loads but can couipnie favouiabl} with most other progressive 
Indian States and many Biitish disti lets The headquarter stations of 26 
parganas out of 27 are situated on metalled loads Of the lemamder, 
Kaudwai and Sundoisi are small and unimportant , the diflicnlties of simi- 
laily connecting Miiiel haie been loferied to above and a load to the fourth^ 
Kantaphoi, Is alicady uiidei construction All the loads are kept in excellent 
ordei and aie open to automobiles, which lun extensively on lure, thus 
bunging distant places easiei withm leach and making tiavelhng less- 
weaiisome than it would othei wise be Automobiles leach most of the remote 
parts of the .State and saie a lot of valuable time and expense 

16 The beneticial effects of improved and rapid moans of communi- 
cation are disci’iniblo nil lonud and haie faimurably affected both the 
people and the State , for while the general prosperity of the people has 
increased the levenues of the State have gone up by leaps and bounds Such 
results may not be whollj due to this single impiovemont but it is certainly 
one of the loading causes

The tenant does not onl} onpy a good deal of tixity in his tenure as 
explained abo\e, he at the same time has the option of snirenJermg a part 
of his holding provided tliat part covei^s one whole survey number Thus 
a tenant in Holkai ^tate is much bettei olF tlian an occupancy tenant in 
the United Piovinces A detailed comparison of the lights and piivileges

There IS no codified Rexenuc Law and the admnustratioii is carried 
on by means of stra) circulars some of which aie ver}^ old More thin a 
decade ago, Mr W H Moreland, j c b , JDirectoi of Land Records 
and Agriculture, United Provinces, an expert in revenue matters, who 
came on deputation to Holkar ^^tate, had prepared a draft of Revenue Code 
for the btatc But it has not )"et passed into law 

h(> I ho agency for the collection of land revenue is the Pntcl, each 
village has a Patel appointed more or less on elective principles by the 
Subha nie Patel of Holkar State combines in him the functions of lanibar- 
dar and headman of the Umted Provinces and is generall) a respect- 
able and reliable person who exercises a great influence in the village 
and who plays an important part in its administration The appoint- 
ment, dismissal, duties and remuneration of the Patel are go\erned 
by a set of rules framed at the last settlement by Mr H J Hoaro These

I he tenant m Holkar estate looks upon his. holding as his landed 
propertA but at the same time he has on abiding faith in the ;;overeignty of 
His Highness the Maharaja aud is perfectly loyal Judging from the privil- 
eges which he enjov,3 undisturbed and unworried. Ins notion as to his position 
IS net entirelj without foundation and everything which was done or attemp- 
ed in this settlement had for its object the creation m the tenant of a greater 
^ensB of security of his possessions and of an increasing loyaltv to the 
affectionate Sovereign whom lie owed it 

6S The Ryotwari system entails much heavier duties and responsibi- 
lities on the admimstration tlian the rammdari, as iu all matters the iitate has 
to deal direct with the tenants Besides, there are subjects which in other 
■ places are liardly considered as the concern of the Revenue Department but- 
which in Holkar State form part of Revenue Officers’ duties For all this 
the superior staff at present allowed is, 1 am afraid, not sufficient- Ihe 
Subha, even in a big distnct like iSimar, has no assistant. Even the

the purpose of assessment of land recoime, the tiiie value of i cillage, cvliich 
IS really the unit of assessment, it is iiccessaiy to compaic it with ncighbom- 
lug ^•^llages baMiig simihii or almost similai qualities and advantages I’o 
gam this object a pargana, unless its constituent Milages are not much 
dissimilar to one anothei, lequircs to be dnidcd into gioups, called asse^-s 
ineiit ciicles, of Milages where conditions are ilmost the same i'oi each 
such group I set ofpoil lates, called circle standaid lates, have to be framed 
which, when applied to each Milage, give Its value I'hese rates foim the

84 A sudden and excessive eiihaiicomeiit in revenue, although 
justifiable on valid gioiinds, natui-ally breeds discontent and is, therefore, 
hardly conducive to prosperity Uoepnig this principle in view a good 
many villages had to be treated still moie leniently in oidor to help them 
fiom being too hard pressed and the number of such villages was not less
